East Indian Sporting Sketches.—No. 10. 

Racing in India is conducted on principles differing 
as much from the English as those of America do. 
There are prizes, cnps, sweepstakes, handicaps, weights 
for age, as elsewhere-, but there is another; system as 
well, which is weight for inches, and is used considera¬ 
bly in handicapping Arabs, as well as Ponies and Gal¬ 
loways. The universally accepted height is for horses 
over fourteen hands, for galloways fourteen hands and 
under, for ponies thirteen hands three inches and under. 
These rules have been adopted because very many hor¬ 
ses in use in India are of'a lower standard than fourteen 
. hands, and it has been found that three pounds for 
every quarter of an inch difference in height in a fair 
allowance. These class rules are very strictly adhered 
to, and this, for one reason among others, that some of 
the very best and speediest Arabs are about fourteen 
- hands high, being, as a rule, a shade over the standard. 

Among the most important events at all Anglo-Indian 
race meetings, are the races for galloways and ponies, 
especially for the l^ter, which are subdivided into twp 
classes at most meetings, viz.: 18-8 and under, and) 
13-1 and under. Any of a lower class may run in the 
higher, but any excess of class height is disqualifica¬ 
tion. But the main point of difference is in the system 
of betting, which, as in all countries, is the source of 
.profit, the purse being but a sort of side-issue. In 
England nearly all betting is by book-, money is not put 
up, and individual honor is the basis of all transactions. 
In America there is betting, but the chief mesns of 
money making ts by pool-selling. In India, however, 
the source of profit is by lottery chiefly, though books 
on the English plan are largely made. 

The lottery system wants a little explanation, and is 
of interest as a scientific means of money making, be¬ 
cause it is a variation of the ordinary lottery, and is 
called the beli.lno i.ottkky. These invariably consist 
of a hundred lots at so much a lot. We will take for 
instance a free-for-all trot with Goldsmith Maid, Lulu, 
Judge Fullerton, American Girl and Bodine as the en¬ 
try. The one hundred chances at ten dollars a chance 
have been filled and drawn as follows: 100 tickets num¬ 
bered from one upwards are placed in one box, five 
, tickets, each with a horse’B name inscribed, in another; 
a ticket from each box is drawn simultaneously by the 
judges, and the name inscribed on the lottery card op¬ 
posite the number of the one ticket is so far owner of 
the horse on the other. All horses having been drawn, 
we will Bay in the order given above, the judge elected 
to take charge of the pool calls out, ''81,000 in the pool 
and Goldsmith Maid for sale." Bidding goeson by 100’s, 
50’s, 10’s, till she is bought for, say, $1,000. If buyer is 
the man who drewjier he is liable for $1,000 to the pool, 
but if he be another he is liable for $1,000 to the pool 
and $1,000 to the fortunate man who drew her in the 
lottery. The judge then calls out, “$2,000 in the 
pool! what is bid for Lulu?” She is bid off, her sell¬ 
ing price is added to the pool, and so on till the 
whole field is disposed of at prices according to the ap¬ 
preciation each is held in by the crowd. But of course 
every man will understand that" $1,000 offered for 
Bodine would not make him equal favorite with the 
Maid, as In her case" the betting was nearly 2 to 1 on, 


and in his case would be about two to one against, how¬ 
ever little the others had realized. 

Having explained these points, I will give you an ex¬ 
emplification of the working of both weight for inches 
and lottery by recounting an incident of my own rac¬ 
ing career at the Spring meeting at Lucknow in '60, 
There was a rich purse to be riln for by Galloways, and 
many good nags were going for it. I possessed an iron 
gray horse of very considerable speed and staying 
powers, but to my certain knowledge he was fairly a 
shade over the height, so I bad no intention of running 

him. Jock P-owned a bright chestnut gelding with 

a tremendous turn of speed and great endurance; but 
the devil had a fearful temper, and would rarely do 

anything that was requirod of him. We had often 

tried him on the course, and against many good horses; 
but be would usually (unless greatly overmatched) come 
in secondfcbul as second a horse never got any money 
out of the Belling pool, and very little of the purse. 
Jock and I wanted to recuperate our fainting purses, 
but how to do bo we did not sec. Lamplighter we felt 
quite certain could oulfoot any animal that was as then 
entered for the “Galloway Stakes;” but be wns averse 
to racing, and would not come in firsi. It wns aggra¬ 
vating, and the more we thought of it the more riled we 
felt. A couple of days before the entries were to close 

Jock, Old H-and I were out with our dogs on some 

fine open ground, and starting a fox well ahead of us, 
had a real hard race for about a mile, tail-on-end after 
dogs and fox. Lamplighter ran with wonderful pluck, 
and though only 13-3, was within a length of Grey-Friar 
from find to kill. Jogging home a thought struck me. 

“I’ve got it," I shouted. 

“The devil you have.” 

“What?” 

Were the simultaneous responses to my ejaculation. 
I propounded my idea; we talked it over; saw there was 
a fine chance for a pot and decided. 

At the club the next evening the names of Grey Friar 
and Lamplighter were found to be on the list of en¬ 
tries for the.“Galloway Stakes.” 

At the pools that night, after mess, there was a good 
deal of discussion on the entry of Grey-Friar. Two 
qjen especially were loud in their outcry, as they want¬ 
ed no animal such as my gallant grey was known to be 
to run away with their chances of making u “good 
thing.” My answor was briefly, 

“Make your protests to the Stewards. Run he will, 
and if he comeB in first it will be time enough 'to cry 
out.” 

The race was set for the second day of the meeting; 
so on the evening of the first day the pools for that and 

the other races were sold. B-, H-, Jock and I 

had clubbed our funds and wtsnt down prepared for 
business. Grey-Friar was “protested” at the pools. 
They aftewards asked ine.was it all right? and I said “I 
myself believe him to be over height, but I know he 
has won and passed the standard once ; he may win, 
and your standard may be a little high and pass him 
this time too." Lamplighter, Grey-Friar, Blackbird, 
Orion (the favorite), Butterfly, Sugar Plum (2d favor¬ 
ite), Skylark, Bullfinch, and the Unknown was the or¬ 
der of drawing in the first pool of $200; Lamplighter 
was bought by H-for $0; I bought Grey-Friar for 


$18; of the rest Orion sold for $225 and Sugar Plum for 
$200. The pool amounted \o 8050, and the six other 
pools that sold on that race were thereabouts; the odds 
remaining tolerably constant, with the exception that 
the Unknown became third favorite. Our confeder- 
eracy had invested $302 on the race and stood to win 
85070 or lose the first amount. The Galloway stakes 
stood third on the card ; we were mustered to the post 
in very fair time for amateur jockeys, who as a rule 
have-to find extra weight or a light saddle at the last 
moment. I was on the Friar with the top weight of 
154 lbs.; Jock rode Lamplighter, who, taking a 7 lb. 
maiden allowance, carried 135 lbs. Luckily for Lamp¬ 
lighter’s temper, we got off at the first attempt. The 
course was only onc-half mile, and as I knew my nag 
was a slow starter I just shoved in both spurs and gave 
him a rib-warmer, to let him know it was business and 
no mistake ; at tbe quarter post I was half a length 
ahead, and from that steadily increased my lead from 
all but one, who persevcringly hung in my rear; ns i 
passed the post I turned my head and recognized old 
Jock on the chestnut. I pulled up instantly, but almost 
too soon, for the infernal brute, Lamplighter, swerved 
right across the course, jambing Jock's right leg severely 
against the judges’ hox, andl was in an agony to know 
whether he had caught the judges’ eye in time. “How 

is it?” I cried out to B-, who was holding Jock onto 

Lamplighter. “All right," he answered with a beam¬ 
ing face, “Grey-Friar in a canter, Lamplighter second, 
tbe Unknown third." 

We pulled off the good thing. Grey-Friar was dis¬ 
qualified, Lamplighter took the race, and the sporting 
world learned that there were two ways of making a 
horse win a race. But poor Jock was out of rae pig¬ 
skin for some time after. Bknoalkk. 


Hunting in Colorado.—Shooting a Panther. 

Pueblo, Col., August 7, 1875. 

To The Field: —I have been in the mines for the 
past two months and have had but little time to write, 
but will now give your readers a short article from^this 
part of tbe Rocky Mountains. Several articles have 
appeared in your paper relating to different parts of 
Colorado. Some of the writers of which evidently knew 
what they were writing about, while others were not 
as well posted. The law is now off of deer and other- 
large game, but the weather is too warm for keeping 
meat yet. Hunting will commence in September and 
continue till January 1st. The prospect for game is 
good, and it will be in prime condition this fall, us feed 
never was better. 

I will not write of my own experience at this time, 
but will give you an adventure a friend of mine had 
several years since in tbe early days of Colorado. He 
belonged to a party of prime hunters and trappers 
who ranged through this part of the country as early 
as 1848. Their custom was to meet early in the fall, 
and then go in small parties, and sometimes alone, pros¬ 
pecting the different streams for beaver sign—then 
meet later in the reason and report. Then they would 
lay out the season's work, then hunt and trap till quite 
late in spring; then dispose of their game and furs and 
go where they pleased, till they met again for another 
season's work. In the fall of 1858 they met, and the 
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one of whom I write took it upon himself to go up the 
south fork of the Rio Grande. He started alone with 
his pony, and after traveling for several days he camp¬ 
ed one night in a small opening where there was good 
grass, ana Bpread his blankets at the foot of a large 
tree and went to sleep. Sometime in the night he was 
awakened, as he expressed it, “by one of them terrible 
screams, which if a man once hears he never will for¬ 
get.” He knew what it was and had presence of mind 
enough not to move, he opened his eves and looked in 
the trees and saw an animal in one of them all ready to 
jump him. His arms were under his blankets and his 
rifle by his side. He very slowly moved his blankets 
from him and rolled himself uround behind the tree 
and raised his rifle, but jUBt then the moon passed be¬ 
hind a light cloud which was almost in a line with the 
panther. After waiting a short time, the moon came 
out and he drew a bead on the panther’s head and fir¬ 
ed. The instant the gun cracked, he lumped and 
struck square on the old man's blankets, nut he was 
dead, yet the man slept no more that night. The 
panther measured nearly nine feet. Many hunters 
think the panther and the mountain lion the same ani¬ 
mal, but there is certainly a great difference. The 
lion is not dangerous, while the real panther is the most 
dangerous animal in the mountains, but they are very 
scarce. The one that my friend killed, had evidently 
been all around him, and finding him asleep took the 
tree and screamed to start him up, which if he had 
done, he never would have lived to tell the story. I 
find no fault with bears or lions, but deliver me from 
cowardly Bneaking panthers. H. M. Monas. 

Our London Letter. 

London, August. 

To Tire PreLn:—Goodwood was us good(a)wood 
dould be; the weather was deliciously propitious, and the 
fair sex as proportionately delicious: Fields were 
not as large as of lute years, especially in the 
Stewards’ and Chesterfield; Truppist, 8 years, 7 st., 10 
lbs., by Hermit—Bunch won the first from end to end, 
winning with u higher weight than ever yet carried to 
the front by a three-year-old for this race; Coomassie, 
who ran second to Truppist for the Stewards, won the 
CheBterfleld with consumate ease, proving, I take it, 
that the three-year-olds are fast, but not fond of a dis¬ 
tance. Fordbam, on Freeman, won the stakes by a 
clever ruBh at the end, though he was constantly dis¬ 
appointed during the race. Avanturiere, 4 years, 8 st., 
7 Ids., won the cup quite cleverly from Scamp, Trent a 
bad third, being ahead of Eaiser, Apology and the long 
distance three-year-old, Carnelion, showing that Don¬ 
caster is indubitably a long way ahead of all other 
horses as a stayer and weight carrier, for at Ascot he 
gave his fields no hope. The two-year-old form is not 
at all cleared up by the week; the noteworthy feature 
being the great force of the Lagrange-Lefevre stable, 
whicn carried off tbeLavant, Findon and Nursery, with 
Mme. dc Fligny, and also the Rous stakes and a Sweep¬ 
stakes. When this stable shows Its hand towards the 
back end of the season, we may expect to see a fair 
show of winning cards, and a leading trump for the 
winter betting. The same gentle zephyrs and azure 
sky, so welcome to the turfite or athlete are by no 
means so charming to the yachtsmen who would a sail¬ 
ing go; such weather is productive of flapping Bails and 
driftings with the tide, twin terrors to the would-be 
prize winner. Such was the fate of those contending 
for the Royal Western prizes at Plymouth, and in the 
absence of the lucky Fiona, the Florinda chanced to 
escape the doldrums and Bneak in ahead of the limited 
hour; whereas, her compeers were wallowing together 
in the slough of despond somewhere near the break¬ 
water. 

These fickle breezes have heretofore spoiled nearly 
every regatta, and it is to be hoped they will get ever 
their temper before the Isle of Wight week, for we 
should like to Bee one good race between the many 
cracks new and old now out. Rowing men at Staines, 
however, were favored by this serenity of the elements; 
yet it was hard on the actual participants who bad to 
face fle stream abnormally swolen by recent rain. A 
foul between A. V. Frerc and Chillingworth, during the 
scull race, in which the former was at fault, dia not 
give us a chance of seeing what Frere could do; Herbert 
won after a close race, and bad Frere beat Chilling- 
worth he would have been the “coming man” for the 
championship. At York there was some very good row¬ 
ing; but Tyne Biders got away with most of the promi¬ 
nent prizes, though the Ouse men fought hard for sweet 
vietoTV. To some men, however, victory is not so sweet 
or defeat bitter, as winning or losing money. Of these 
we may place F. Bennet, the billiard player, chief, for 
in a match with Stanley, 1,000 up, championship table, 
he made a little exhibit of his feelings. Stanley was 
ahead at 18:45 a. m., when the game was postponed till 
the evening, having to that hour dragged us Blow length 
along to the disgust of on lookers, who wanted to see 
play. At the freshly appointed hour, Stanley appeared, 
and after a little while—not Bennat, but—his manifes¬ 
to to the referee, ordering him not to pay the slakee to 
any one. - This the referee declined to obey, and Stanley 
took the money. Perhaps Mr. Bennet will explain hu 
curious conduct: it certainly will not add to his lustre 
ob a professional player. Our billiards and your bil¬ 
liards are totally different; so on this point we can not 
have ally internationality, as we can on other points, 
for the style is altogether different, and no match would 
be a match on whichever table played; only a chance 
of proving the undeniable euperiority of some one 
man, Bhould he beat the best man of his opponent’s 
country on that country’s table and at his opponent’s 
game. 

From professionals within doors wc turn to those 
without, to notice a very good performance in a six- 
mile running race between Brighton and Sanderson. 
Old Brighton was never in it, and retired after a short 
distance had been covered, leaving Sanderson to go for 
fast time, which he made, finishing in 80m. 5<Hs. This 
performance had no rival in the amateur arena, which

was more noticeable for the slow time and a low stand¬ 
ard of performance generally. This we may, for the 
roost part, abcount for by the general deadness of the 
ground from recent heavy rain. 

Two jumping feats, at Birmingham, on slippery 
grass were good. H. Taylor did 6 feet 8 inches In the 
high, and H. Sproston 18 feet 9 Inches In the long 
lump, equal at least to 5 feet 6 inches and 20 feet 0 
inches respectively. But this deadness in the ground 
caused more satisfactory results to cricketers than of 
late, as the matches were brought to due conclusion, 
though disadvantageously to those teams whose 
strength was in wielding the willow. Glocestershire suf¬ 
fered defeats from Yorkshire and Notts; in the first by 
7 wickets, the score being 194-107 to 211-98, W. G. 
Grace making 111 and 48 for his county, though poorly 
supported. The match was for the benefit of ThewllB, 
and the Sheffielders gave him a bumper, and enjoyed it 
too, for the fielding on both sides was very gooa in¬ 
deed. Kent w&sjagaln beaten by Lancashire, by 82 runs 
only, however, owing to thegood services of 0. Absolom 
and lord Harris. Rugby doubled up Marlboro with 86 
runs to spare, having disposed of the West-country 
team's first effort for 28 runs. No very large scores 
were made anywhere, and the score above mentioned 
made by Grace at Sheffield, was a very fine result of 
the combination ef science and force, and reminded us 
fdfcibly of the days when he was facile princept. 

• Fishermen have had all the best of the weather of 
late, the bags of all sorts, both of game and coarse fish, 
hhve been very large and satisfactory to those who 
have devoted themselves to the gentle craft. Whilst 
,on this topic, and before closing, 1 may as well bring 
to your notice the Bubstance of certain points brought 
forward by Frank Buckland, regarding pisciculture and 
fish preservation. They will not be all of value to you 
but some of them certainly are noteworthy. After 
speaking of the necessity of nursing our spawning fish, 
and acting as midwives to them, he gives certain sug¬ 
gestions about the rivers; he Bhows how easily pools 
may be formed, both for the ova and the heavy fish, by 
removing all large stones from the gravel beds and pil¬ 
ing them to form Borne sort of a dam below the pool; 
big stones should be removed from the pools at the foot 
of dams to give fish a clear rush for their leap upwards. 
This work could easily be done with a logging pole or 
rake. These changes do great good, ana keep those 
little Bnug pools and corners in the stream, which sal¬ 
mon and trout so much delight in. He furthermore rec¬ 
ommends that pike Bhould be shot whilst spawning, 
as they are monstrously prolific, and their progeny 
monstrously voracious. This suggestion is very shock¬ 
ing to our London fishermen who enjoy pike fishing, 
but get very little chance at salmon or trout, and are 
selfishly conservative of their own game. But to you, 
out there, who wish to exterminate the devouring pick¬ 
erel, the idea will perhaps be worth something, as I 
presume all the Beox family have the same force of re¬ 
production. Index. 

Wayside Notes. 

Lincoln, III., August 18. 

To The Editor: —Since my last I have Ad time to 
take a look at the grounds used for Driving Parks, at 
Pontiac, Bloomington and Lincoln. The former ground 
is owned by the Livingston County Agricultural Board. 
The first meeting for organizing this Board was held in 
Pontiac, January 6th .I860, ana the first County Fair 
was held in the fall of the same year. On April 18th. 
1867, the Board was organized, and its works have had 
a healthy aDd steady growth ever since, and the exhi¬ 
bition of fine horses and good Btock will compare favor¬ 
able with any association in the west. The park con¬ 
tains twenty acres, has a splendid half mile track, and 
located less than half a mile from the Court House. 
On the Bouth the track was directly on the bank of the 
Vermillion river, in a half circle. The foliage is de¬ 
lightful, and the park altogether a very handsome 
one. 

Several of the prominent farmers of the south-east 
part of the county have recently held monthly stock 
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stanlly violated in this vicinity, and a club should be 
organized at once to ferret out and punish offenders. 

My next stop was at the lively and thriving city of 
Bloomington, where I camped at the Phoenix. This is 
an elegant hotel, presided over by John F. Stafford, 
Esq., with Geo. E. Ostrom as clerk. Stafford presides 
over the PhoBntx hotel in Pontiac also, and both houses 
are favorites of all travelers. 

The population of Bloomington is 26.000, and the 
city is as noted for its enterprise In sporting matters as 
for Its spirit and energy In all business prospects. 
There are two Driving Parks here—one belonging to 
the McLean County Agricultural Society and the other 
to a Mr. Capen. The Society has expended already 


extensive business. The officers of the society are bb 
follows:

Treasurer—Wm. B. Lyon.

Many improvements are going on in Pontiac, the 
buildings being exclusively of brick, and of good size. 
The new Court House is nearly completed, and will be 
one of the finest in the state. It will cost |70,000— 
seemingly a small price for so large and handsome a 
structure—but then there iB no Court House ring there, 
aB they claim that the thieveB and plunderers have all 
gone to Chicago. 

While in Pontiac I noticed, stenciled at every ten 

g aces upon the sidewalk, the words, “Hutchings Rein 
[older. ThlB fact was unheeded, until on a corner 
near the Oourt House I heard a patent-right peddler say 
to a bluff old granger: 

“Now, I know you want one of my rein-holders; let 
me Bell you one.”" 

"Rain-holders,” said the granger, "yes, for God’s 
Bake let me have one, quick. I’ll buy anything that’ll 
hold rain, for I’ve got thirty acres of oats aown flatter’n 
a flounder, and it’s rained on my place for the last sixty 
day b and nights, right along, till I can’t rest; and If 
you’ve got any patent right that will dry her up for a 
while, let’s see ft.” 

The peddler exhibited his contrivance for holding 
reins, when Mr. Granger stepped Into his wagon, with 
a loud guffaw, said “good Lordt," and beat a retreat. 

A gun club is to be organized here, with his honor 
the Mayor, A. E. Harding, and D. C. Eyler, Esq., of the 
National Bank , as leaders. The game laws are con- 


track, and It is also pronounced one of the best in the 
west. A few words respecting its hiBtory will not be 
inappropriate here,, and I gather these facts from the 
best authority. The ground was purchased and per¬ 
fected by Messre. Weed & Toms. It consists of 67 
acres, moBt beautifully and conveniently located, and 
was at one time the pride of the spirited people of 
Bloomington. But a change has come, ana this de¬ 
lightful space is, for the time-being, absolutely estrang¬ 
ed, excommunicated, isolated, ostracised, and banished 
from the sporting world. The Bloomingtonians wept 
at first, but now their tears are dried, and disgust has 
helped them to reconcile themselves to this sad state of 
affairs. 

The first time the Park was used, the net profits were 
over 98,600. This was certainly most encouraging, and 
an inducement to owners to hold the property; but for 
reasons unnecessary to explain here, it passed into the 
bands of a stock company, and thence into the hands 
of a very pious pilgrim, named Capen, who owns it 
now. There was a sick man concerned in the transfer. 
He was sick unto death. The doctors thought that 
every coming moment would be his next; but they only 
said he was “bad off,” and believed he couldn’t live 
long; and bo his creditors settled with him as beBt they 
could. When this little business was completed, he got 
up as lively as a cricket, and started for Denver. This 
was some lime ago, but when I looked ut the party 
yesterday, 1 felt that he was good for thirty years yet, 
and that before he is called upon to pasB in his checks, 
he’ll have a chance to do a good deal of financiering, 
and will probably put in a good deal of fine work. 

The present prospect for the future glory and pop¬ 
ularity of the Driving Park would seem to depend upon 
a concatenation of collateral circumstances, the chief 
of which will be the ability of Mr. Capen to dispose of 
it. Mr. C. is one of the pillars of the church, full of 
reverence and godliness, grace and unction, and, with 
his assumption of superiority, he has informed all own¬ 
ers of horses within the precincts of the principality, 
that no thoroughbred shall hereafter leave a footprint 
upon his sacred soil. However, he is willing to sell the 
ground, and offers it, with Rb amphitheatre, stands, 
fences, etc., for fl85 per acre. It is hoped that It will 
soon change hands, and pass imo the possession of 
some individual or company whose conscientious scru¬ 
ples will not forbid its UBe for the purpose for which it 
was designed. 

The McLean County Fair will open September 7th. 
and as the officers and managers have offered severul 
Bpeed premiums, there will undoubtedly be some fine 
stock here and some good sport. 

Bloomington has a fine gun cluf( of 24 members, and 
their record Bhows some remarkably good shooting. 
The officers are:

Watering Horses After Meals. 

A full drink of water immediately after being 
fed, should never be allowed to horsee. When water is 
drank by them, the bulk of it goes directly to the large 
intestines and little of it is retained in the Btomach. In 
passing through the stomach, however, the water car¬ 
ries -considerable quanitleB of the contents to where it 
lodges in the intestines. If, then, the food of the stom * 
ache is washed out before it is digested, no nourish¬ 
ment will be derived from the feed. In Edinburgh, 
Borne old horses were fed with split peas, and then 

? liven water immediately before being killed. It was 
ound that the water had carried the peas from fifty 
to sixty feet into the intestines where no digestion took, 
place at all. Mr. Cassie is quite correct in the views set 
forth regarding the injurious effects of large quantities 
of water swallowed immediately after eating A small 
quantity of fluid swallowed along with, or immediately 
after dry food, beneficially softens It and assists in its 
subdivision and digestion. An Inordinate supply of 
water, or of watery fluid, on the other hand,'proves 
injurious. It dilutes unduly the digestive secretions; 
it mechanically carries onward the imperfectly digest¬ 
ed food, and thus interferes with the proper functions 
of the canal and exciteB Indigestion and diarrheeu. 
These untoward effects are especially apt to occur 
where horses freely fed and too liberally watered, uro 
shortly put to tolerably quick work. There is no more 
lnfalluile method of producing colic, diarrhoea and 
inflammation of the bowels. The horse Is not peculiar 
in this effect; dogs, and even their masters, similarly 
suffer from copious draughts of water Immediately 
after eating much solid food.—Jf. T. Herald.

Breeding Dogs. 

To The FieldI have been interested In reading 
the articles so ably written by Mr. Arnold Burges, es¬ 
pecially his last, where he asks the indulgence of sports¬ 
men for a year or two, that he may prove to them the 
benefits arising from breeding imported stock. As one 
who has had considerable experience in handling dogs 
for a period of 20 years, I should know what to expect. 
Good stock always did produce good stock. We have 


25 years, that have produced good ones almost 
exception. The Gildersleeve strain may be named as 
one, others may be named, and if Mr. Burges produces 
from his recent importation dogB that dire good, it will 
only prove that Mr. Burges has been fortunate in pro¬ 
curing well bred dogs from Europe. Not that we have 
not good strains of dogs here, and have had them for 
years. The only reason that there are so many useless 
curs, called setters and pointers, is, that there has not 
been the interest taken in breeding as there is at the 
present time. Not because- we had not the stock to 
breed from, barring the color. We have to-day finer ap¬ 
pearing dogs—native born and their parents before 
them—than the large majority of the aogs imported 
during the last five years, and better, too, tn the field. 
The latter quality the result of better training and 
constant use on game, without which the best blood 
would lie dormant. If in the Held it can be verified 
that we have great numbers of dogs that are able to 
compete with imported oucb, wherein is the imported 
dog better? Mr. Foreman Taylor, of Colt’s Neck, N. 
J., has had, and so has his neighbors, for years a strain 
of orange and white setters, that have |no superiors for 
size, nose and ranging qualities in the world. Mr. Wad¬ 
dell, of Philadelphia, and his friends have had and used 
the Gildersleeve strain for years, and for quality they 
stand No. 1. So have very many others, ana they have 
never seen any reason for changing their stock. If 
there is any trouble in regard to having good Held dogs, 
it arises more from non-attention in giving the dog 
plenty of work when he should have it at the hands of 
real field sportsmen, than from the want of good blood 
in the animal. The country is full of well bred dogs, 
and it should no more be expected that a dog should 
be No. 1 in the field without continuous work on game 
for the first year—the dog’s second—than it should be 
to have a horse trot in the twenties when three years 
old. There are exceptions to the general rule in most 
everything, but until we study to reduce the ex¬ 
cuses that men resort to in proving by real experience 
the true value of pereonat attention to breeding— 
until then it is impossible to know if like will produce 
like, or if it will ‘'throw back" to an origin that there is 
no accounting for. Until the dog has a more general 
value he willnot reach the perfection that is his due. 
A well bred and thoroughly broken field dog is Just as 
much worth $1,000 to $6,000 as a gentleman’s road 
horse is, for both are used for pleasure; hut how many 
will acknowledge it? About as many as there are well 
and thoroughly broken setters and pointers. Mr. Ship- 
man paid $500 for “Joe," and I doubt not but what he 
has received more pleasure hunting behind Joe during 
the past year than Mr. Vanderbilt or Bonner with their 
$50,000 teams. 

Again, a pointer must be at least 2, and a setter 3 
years old before he will be well broken and experienced 
in the field, and yet with many—very many—if their 
dogs do not show extra noses and perform well at 18 
months old, they complain that he is worthless. To 
my cost I acknowledge I have done the same. Only 
during the past season did I have a young dog—well 
bred and handsome—that I pronounced worthless and 
gave him away, .to-day he is as fine a worker, showing 
as good a nose as any dog of his age. Blood will tell, 
and age is something with a dog. 

I have not meant to discourage importing dogs, for I 
could not if I would. At the same time my intention iB 
to say : We have Just as fine dogs in America, and 
have had during the past thirty years, as will probably 
be imported, and those dogs, having been kept fine by 
well known sporting families and educated on our su¬ 
perior grounds for perfecting a dog, should be just as 
good as the blood from which they come. With only 
one exception, and that is the color on the red imported 
setter, are we behind. It is truly a beautiful color, but 
so rare that sportsmen should not delay their hunting 
trips until they get it. Very near the color is in fact a 
long way from it. It cannot be described, must be seen 
and then will be remembered. A. C. Waddell. 

Follicular Mange. 

(We quote with pleasure the following article from 
the Land and Water, not only for its own merit, which 
is certainly great, but in order to show our subscribers 
how comparatively worthless are the many prescrip¬ 
tions which are frequently given, on the simple naming 
of a disease by a person who has the vaguest notion 
possible of a certain relation which may exist between 
a vague name and its corresponding vague disease. Borne 
time since a correspondent wrote to us for the treatment 
of a dog suffering from distemper, and we answered that 
with so little information as was conveyed by the'term 
distemper, we could not do our correspondent better 
service than recommend him to treat his dog with os 
much common sense as possible. If this article should 
be read by the said correspondent, he will, we think, 
admit that we could not nave answered more consis¬ 
tently.) 

“Last year you published a letter of mine referring 
to a new skin disease in dogs, which has attracted the > 
notice of Dr. Sparks, and from whose paper thereon 
you made some extracts. The conclusion then arrived 
at was that the disease was due to a minute parasite ' 
found in the hair follicle, and that it was incurable. I ' 
then mentioned that we were experimenting with a view 
to find a remedy, and I now offer the result of our work 
to your readers. In conjunction with Mr. Duguld, the 


veterinary surgeon of the Brown Institution, I have 
seen and treated a number oteases, and we have reason 
to believe we'have found a radical cure. Having tried 
sulphur, mercurial ointment, green iodide of mercury, 
carbolic acid, iodide of sulphur, and other agents with 
no success, we adopted creosote, but not at Arst with 
much benefit. Thinking that possibly a strong alkali 
might, by softening and breaking up the cuticular lay¬ 
ers of the skin, facilitate the penetration of the drug, 
we used a mixture of oil and creosote, to which was 
added a strong solution of caustic potass. This dress¬ 
ing seemed to be efficacious, and after a few experi¬ 
ments, we adopted the following formula:—Creosote 1 
part, olive oil 14 do., solution or potassa 2 do. This 
acts admirably, and has cured every case, save one, 
upon which we have used It. The exception was a very 
small toy terrier, and suggests that no Bmall or weak 
dog may be able to stand a dressing of sufficient 
strength te destroy the parasites. All cases of follicu¬ 
lar mange are obstinate, and require time to cure. It 
is safe to allow twelve weeks as the minimum, bo that 
we can decide at once whether or not a dog is worth 
the trouble and expense. Some extreme cases may re- 

S uire six or eight months to effect a radical cure, 
lough only rarely. All cases must have allowance 
made for the renewal of hair on those parts which the 
disease has left bare. The proper treatment of follicu¬ 
lar mange requires not only the regular use of the par¬ 
asiticide above mentioned, but occasional thorough 
washings with warm water and plenty of soap. A dog 
generally requires dressing about twice a week, ana 
each dressing Bhould be applied after the dog has been 
well washed, and become ary. To limit the disease, 
and prevent its spreading, the hair around each spot 
should be shaved off for an inch or so on the sound skin, 
and in very bad cases it is good policy to shave the en¬ 
tire animal. The skin diseases of the dog, though 
usually described under the single term mange, are 
many and various. To detect this particular disease 
the parasite must be sought for with the microscope, 
and then treatment can be carried out rationally and 
systematically. Diagnosis of skin disease without the 
microscope is very uncertain, and even tolerably expe¬ 
rienced pereons may confuse red mange, common 
mange, and follicular mange, all of which require sep¬ 
arate and different treatment. 1 must in fairness acid 
that the chief credit of the treatment found so success¬ 
ful is due to Mr. Duguid.”— Wm. Hunting.

Although I would fain ask “Grouse” to continue his 
kindness on this subject, I am forced to conclude by a 
remark in the excellent letter .by Arnold Burges, that 
comparatively little has been done. Still I should like 
to know -what little has been done. Or perhaps what 
would be still better, a little theory on the proper mat¬ 
ing of dogs for a good republican breed. I may seem 
a little too importunate or troublesome, but my only ex¬ 
cuse is that when a man is hungry no ordinary amount 
of importuning for bread can be regarded as importu¬ 
nate, and hence I hope “Grouse" will excuse me. I am 
quite satisfied with the statement of Arnold Burges, 
that the imported dogs require a certain amount of 
time given them in order to enable them fairly to com- 

S ete with the native dogs, but I also think that the real 
hglish dog may be found a little too aristocratic for 
our prairie work. I further believe that we can, by a 
due amount of selection by competent men, produce 
a breed that shall be characteristic of our country. 

I am glad to see that E. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, O., 
and Arnold Burges, of Maysviile, Ky., have consented 
to act as judges at your bench show in January next, 
and I am sure that such a movement will help the de¬ 
velopment of our pure breds. Quail.

State Rifle Clubs. 

Rifle shooting and rifle clubs seem lo be the order of 
the day. It will be seen from another column that our 
Michigan neighbors have already organized and mean 
business. We wish them a “good time" and the suc¬ 
cess at the target which the Yankee eye and nerve 
seem calculated to acquire. We frankly admit that 
with our extensive prairies and long distance views we 
ought to be better shots at the target than our island 
cousins, and more than that, we mean to be belter shots. 
This appears lo be no ill founded expectation or boast¬ 
ing, when we consider the comparatively small area 
from which our team has been chosen and the extraor¬ 
dinary spirit for rifle shooting which has of late sprung 
up in our midst. From Dan to Beershcba,' or If you 
like it better, from the Si. Lawrence to the Gulf and 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, the spirit seems to be 
moving to inspire our men with ambition for accuracy 
at the target. No one will deny that this is a decided 
improvement on the old sports of cock-fighting and 
‘"'bull-baiting, and certainly much more moral in its 
tendency than base ball, as practiced by the Chicago 
nine. Before this meets the eyes of our various sub¬ 
scribers, the gentlemen most interested in the promo¬ 
tion of a rifle association for our own State will have met 
and listened to the report of a committee appointed to 
visit the places that may he considered eligible for 
sites in the yet unimproved grounds which form a 


part of South Park. At this meeting we are sure, from 
the number of energetic names associated with it, that 
the incipient association will display considerable signs 
of development and growth. It may, perhaps, be pre¬ 
mature at the present moment, but we think it would 
be desirable to communicate, at an early period, with 
some of our other largo cities of the state, such as 
Quincy, Peoria, Springfield, etc., in order to give the 
association a veritable State interest. Moreover, this 
would give us a larger field from which to choose in 
the event of any friendly match, which may, and prob¬ 
ably will, soon be made with our neighboring States. 
With reference to the location of our targets we imag¬ 
ine tbn; the committee will see fit to recommend the 
erection of a target at Galewood, for the long range 
shooting, although it would he highly desirable to have 
a few targets for shorter ranges somewhere on the still 
unimproved grounds of South Park. 

Base Ball. 

It is an accepted fact that the Boston Club of to-day 
will not be in the field next year. The fancy prices of 
the West have so far allured certain members of the 
championship team as to keep them from Blguing with 
their old club, and induce them to promise to enroll 
their names elsewhere. Till articles are signed, noth¬ 
ing certain can be known as to the nines for next year, 
but Chicago promises to have a team hard to beat; so 
was it promised for this current season, but the promi¬ 
ses of base ball men seem to be like the proverbial pie¬ 
crust. There is every appearance at present of a brisk 
competition for the Centennial pennant, and ball-play¬ 
ers will find higher pay than last year. Cincinnati has 
already organized a scratch team of some power; 
Cleveland, O., and Louisville, Ky., will be in the field 
to buy up players, in addition to St. Louis and Chicago, 
who both vow to get the best that money can And. As 
far as we now know, all Ihc Eastern clubs at present in 
the field, will be represented in the championship 
arena, so that, the lovers of good ball play will have a 
chance of seeing something for their money. But we 
hope that those players who have played in dubiously 
eccentric style, will be remembered and left out in the 
cold, to be replaced by less brilliant but more reliable 
men. _

It came too late to be 
made up with the first pages]: 

Lincoln, III., Aug. 19, 1875. 

The friends of TnK Field have promised to see that 
all shooting news 1 b promptly forwarded for its col¬ 
umns, and that, by subscriptions and kind words it 
shall hereafter be better supported. 

I arrived in Liocolu on the 16th, and since then have 
been kindly entertained and assisted by several good 
souls, who are anxious to sec The Field prospered 
and encouraged. To Andy McGalliard, Esq., now 
County Recorder, and an old editorial friend, I am in¬ 
debted for a club of fifteen subscribers which I Bend 
with this. 

Lincoln is the liveliest sporting town of its size in the 
State. There is a flno.Driving Park bore, of 120 acres, 
and a first-class mile track. Connected with the grounds 
are some large and well arranged stables, and just now 
there are a number of noted horses, waiting to com¬ 
pete for the Logan County purses, at the Fair next 
week. Among these are five horses belonging to R. & 
J. Rowett, of Cariinville. These gentlemen have be¬ 
come celebrated in the west for their importations of 
fine thoroughbred horses. At their farm they now have 
undoubtedly the largest stable of valuable stock in the 
State. I hope ere long to give to the readers of The 
Field some interesting notes in reference to this firm. 
Messrs. Edgar & Chowning have several magnificent 
horses. Lewis Rosenthal, Esq., is the owner of Ver¬ 
sailles, called the best horse in this section. He is 
from Gen. Buford’s Kentucky stables, 9 years old, and 
for style and beauty is hard to beat. T. W. Kenyon is 
the owner of Flora Belle, a No. 1 horse. Barnett and 
Bay Dan, the former owned by A. Culp, Esq., and the 
latter by W. T. Bponsler, are also noted for speed.

Altogether it will be diffi¬ 
cult to find a better class of stock, or more of it, in tbe 
same limits in the State.

benefit of my experience In preserving game after it iB 
killed. I will venture to say that not one-half of the 
birds killed in the month of August ever reach the ta- 
ble—simply for want of proper care. In warm weather 
never allow the entrails to remain in until the bird is 
cold. Never put grass, weeds or any green stuff in 
them, as it will heat and spoil the bird id a few hours; 
never put salt in them, as It creates moisture. Take 
dry, fine hay, and twist into a ball large enough to fill 
the opening. This will absorb the blood ana moist¬ 
ure, besides keeping the birds in shape. Pass your hand 
over the bird once or twice to smooth the rumpled 
feathers, at the same time putting the wings, legs, etc. 
in their proper places, Now place them close togeth¬ 
er (one deep) in the bottom of your wagon; cover them 
well with hay to keep the flies out, and to prevent shift¬ 
ing about; and when you take them out after they are 
cold you will be surprised to find how smooth aud pret¬ 
ty they look. If you stay out over night hang them 
(always by the neck) under cover, but where the air 
can get to them. I followed this plan for three years, 
when I was shooting for Chicago market, and very rare¬ 
ly lost any, and generally received more than market 
quotations, on account of the good appearance of my 
game.

Iowa Game Laws. 

Dbs Moines, August 17, 1870. 

To The Field: —In your last issue, In answer to J. 
It- M. regarding the game laws of Iowa, you state that 
the killing of chickens is prohibited from the 1st of 
January to the 32d day of August; Quail between the 
1st day of January and the 1st day of October; netting 
and trapping during the month of December only. Now 
you, in common with many others, have got a wrong 
impression of the law as, amended by the last 
legislature. I quote from a copy of the laws of Iowa 
passed in 1874. 

“If any person, elsewhere than on his own premises, 
shoot or kill any prairie hen or chicken, between the 
first day of December and the fifteenth of August, next 
following, for the purpose of shipping the same to any 
point within or without the state for the purpose of 
selling the same for profit, he shall be punished by a 
fine of $5.00 for each bird so killed." 

This section of the law seems all right at the first

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16, 1875. 

To The Field: —In a former letter I stated another 
attempt was to be made to form a game protective as¬ 
sociation here, and the names of a number of promi¬ 
nent men have been placed on a circular inviting the 
co-operation of all the sportsmen in the district in 
breaking up the unlawful slaughter and trafllc of game 
out of season. 

I have no need to repeat my often made statement 
that this is the pot-hunter’s-paradise, it is known every¬ 
where. As early as last March, a dealer in our market 
had exposed for sale a good sized box of woodcock, and 
when asked if he did not know the birds were mating 
and building nests at that time, replied: “He did not 
care, there was no law to touch him, and he would con¬ 
tinue to sell the birds as long as he found a market for 
them." That is just what we want to break up, and 
this year we are going to prepare laws and present 
them to Congress, and as we have good men to help 
them through there, we may be assured of our success. 

If we can form a good working organization wo arc 
going to hold a shooting tournament, this fall, offering 
prizes of sufficient value to get the best shots of the 
country to enter. We want also to have Bogardusgive 
an exhibition shoot. 

I have read with a great deal of satisfaction and in ' 
struction, the communication of “Grouse” relative to 
feeding dogs. Such men as “Grouse” and Arnold Bur¬ 
gess, are of untold value to green-berns like myself. I 
hope I may read their communications often. 

With us the prospects for game this fall are very 
pleasing. On every side I hear that "Bob White" are 
to be seen in greater numbers than for some years, and 
if our colored population do not shoot them or Bcare 
them away before the season, we will have fine shoot¬ 
ing. 

Boating here is quiet; the two clubs take their daily 
exercisejbut I believe no races are spoken of. 

The Field is now an institution, and I wish for it a 
continued success.

time; but allowing killing at any time of the year, by 
any one for any purpose except shipping. There is no 
doubt but that the framera of the law meant well 
enough, but the omission of the word “or,” between 
“state” and “for," caused the mischief, and the poor 
birds have paid for it. Ever since they have been large 
enough to get out of the grass our home sportsmen have 
•>6®“ P ers ecuting them, till now, just when the season 
should begin, there are not birds enough within a dozen 
miles of this town to furnish a meal for a hungry 
man. e J 

In regard to Quail, the law reads as follows : 

“If any person, anywhere, or at any time of the year, 
aSH. i ’ ® nsnare > or tra P a ny quail, except' that it 
sna i be lawful for any person to shoot quail upon any 
enclosed or improved premises, with the consent of the 
owner or occupant thereof, between the first day of 
October and the first day of January.” (Penalty same 
us for coickeo9.) J 

This clause is very unjust to sportsmen, making it a 
misdemeanor to shoot a quail on the commons high¬ 
way or anywhere, except enclosed land and with the 
consent of the owner. I am afraid I should be sorely 
tempted to violate the law, if, in hunting on a frlfend's 
la ™' I should happen to drive a covey over the fence 
Ihe law in regard to trapping is veiy plain and 
should give satisfaction to shooters, if H does not to 
farmers and others. It says : 

“If any person ensnare or trap any prairie hen or 
chicken, quail, or any other game birds mentioned in 
this act, at any season of the year, he shall be liable to 
a fine of $5.00 for each and every bird.” 

This of course makes it unlawful fora farmer to trap 
on his own land, and for his own use; aud while hunt¬ 
ers are allowed to shoot chickens at any time, he who 
has furnished harbor and feed is prohibited from tak- 
mg a few for himself, unless he is fortunate enough to 
possess a dog and gun and the skill to use them. It 
would seem that the “ways of the Iowa legislature was 
past finding out.”

To The Field:— Your “Advice to Fishermen” is 
8 ( »d, but you omit to tell fly fishermen to /took their 
nah. The most difficult thing to learn and very iniDor- 
tant to know. J 

ft ibe very first indication of a rise, strike hard and 
quick as lightning. If you do not touch him, cast in 
same place, for he will "come again.” If you have 
“pricked him," “move on.” After he is hooked (no 
matter how large), do not give him an inch of line un¬ 
less he pulls your rod to a horizontal position or down 
into the water, and then only line enough to allow your 
rod to come up to a perpendicular, and never let your 
rod drop below that point; if you do, the “spring of 
your rod” is lost and he tears away, but always keep a 
taught line with rod in position to spring. 

Small flies are best; fourteen seasons with fly amongst 
trout, land-hocked salmon and bass teach me that no fly 
should be tied on a hook larger than No. 8, and for 
small trout down to No. 12. Never use poor tackle, 
the best is the cheapest and captures moBt fish when 
well used. As an illustration and to show the endur¬ 
ance of trout, one of our party at Moosehead Lake on 
the 5th of July, while fishing from a boat, left his land¬ 
ing net on shore, struggled a full hour with one before 
it was possible to secure him. Several times he was 
thought subdued and tried to take him with his hands 
but down he would go, and only by the arrival of a 
friend with a landing net was he relieved. Said he was 
provoked that it took so long to catch one fish, for 
others were rising all around him during this time. It 
| measured 20 inches and weighed but 2 lbs. 14 oz.—was 
very poor, hut large enough to weigh 4 pounds Six 
trout were taken that day, weighing 10* pounds, and 
36 that weighed over 70 pounds, all speckled trout. 

Lakers are taken with bait, weighing from 1 pound 
to 20 pounds in that lake and iotso? them, and from the 
Provinces to the Mississippi there is the place, above 
all others, for speckled trout.
